Supreme Court ruled today the fed­ 
eral government could impose un 
admission tax on tickets to athletic 
contests at state universities. 
Justice Roberts delivered the de­ 
cision holding that immunity from 
federal taxation “does not extend to 
business enterprises conducted 
by 
the .states for gain.” 
Justices Butler and McReynolds 
dissented. 
Justice Cardozo did not 
participate. 
The decision had the effect of 
broadening somewhat the field of 
federal taxation. 
It applied specifically to the gov­ 
ernm ent’s attem pt to impose an ad ­ 
mission tax on inter-collegiate foot­ 
ball games at Hie University of Geor­ 
gia and Georgia Tech.

Japanese were in full possession of 
th a t city, junction of the Lunghai 
and T ien tsin -Pukow railways.

troops, tan k s and trucks.
